The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to replace the capacitor 
structure disclosed by Park et al. (U.S. 6,335,276) with the capacitor structure 
disclosed by Kim (U.S. 6,255,130). Furthermore, the prior art disclosure of Kim 
does not teach patterning the passivation layer, the active layer, and the 
insulating layer in a single manufacturing step.
